Miss Barrett, « months; Miss Lake and 
Miss Lennox, 6 months each; Mr. Clay- 
ion, 21 months. All the prisoners were 
•ommitted to the third division, which 
entails hard labor.

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Truthfulness in Advertising. 


While ideals are necessarily higher than achievement, 


we do not believe the recent convention of advertising 
men in Baltimore went beyond reasonable expectation of 
performace in setting up the standard of scrupulous 
truth-telling in advertising. There is real progress in this 
direction. Advertising as a general proposition was 
never so truthful as now. A generation ago a modest, 
candid advertisement seemed a rarity; now an examin- 
ation will show that the deliberately misleading announce- 
ment is the exception and not the rule. 


There are some reasons for the changed renditions. 


Part of it is due to a quickened conscience, but for the 
most part it is a result of the realization of the shrewd 
men who supply money for advertising that if one wants 
to stay in business without having to flit by night, con- 
fidence and good will are mighty fine assets to build up. 
But another feature which should not be lost sight of is 
that the buying public must assume a share of responsi- 
bility. Do you realize that a good article is worth a fail- 
price, and that you have no right to expect more than you 
pay for? 


In business special conditions sometimes force the 


sale of goods at prices below cost; and competition fre- 
quently narrows the margin of profit so that you have op- 
portunities of getting exceptional bargains. But, drawing 
an average over a period of time, do yon expect to get 
what you need for less than it is really worth, and in that 
expectation, put pressure on trade until you force a per- 
centage of misrepresentation? A little reflection ought 
to make it clear to you that the manufacturer and the re- 
tailer are not in business on a basis of philanthropy, but 
for profit; and that without profit they cannot stay in 
business or you be served. 


The best "buy" is when you pay a just price and get 


full value. When you get high value at an abnormally 
low price you are lucky, and in the very nature of things 
what you gain in this way has to be offset somehow. In 
the. long run, therefore, you get what you pay for. By ac- 
customing yourself to paying quality prices you increase 
the probability of quality service and truthful advertis- 
ing. Perhaps in the universal demand for something 
cheap we have unwittingly contributed to such occasional 
untruthful advertising as we have railed against.

tion of youth. Rev. Ward next took up 
the conditions in the home, nnd intimat- 
ed that much can be done in the home 
to obliterate social waste.

In a letter to George \Y. Sheldon, of 


Chicago, president of the National Busi- 
ness League of America, President Wil- 
son already is on record ns favoring in- 
tention of the consular system under 
civil service. 


Bryan Indicates Policy. 


Secretary Bryan's statement follows: 
"The civil service was, by an executive 


order, issued June 27, 1UUU, extended to 
the consular service, and the president 
is entirely in sympathy with the pur- 
pose which the order was intended to 
subserve. He believes that consular ap- 
lointments should be made up on ex- 
amination and that promotions should 


made up on merit. If vacancies oc- 


cur they will be filled from, within the
